The Herald reports Sargent as say-

But I am certain of one thing, 
the Minister at Berlin •will have to 
wink at a good many things, or ho will 
find the position made very hot for him 
tinder Germany's present policy.

have no desire to belittle Bismarck in 
the slightest degree, but he tried to do 
the entire thinking of a nation. No 
man can do that successfully." 


"Do you feel that our Government 


failed to support you properly?" 


"I do not care to talk about that. It 


•would probably have been better it the 
Government had acted more promptly. 
What amazes me is that tho American 
people should be content to remain in 
their present unprotected 
condition, 


trusting to the complaisance of tho Pow- 
ers, which are never complaisant with 
one another." 


The Tribune reporter [quotes Sargent 


assaying: "Blaine was the first choice 
of California. 
My choice is tho Repub- 


lican party. 
Elaine was nominated 


partly because his opponents could noi 
agree on their own man, tmd it seems 
hard for those defeated fairly in con- 
vention to say to the sterling Republi- 
can States which backed Blaine, you 
shall make nothing by your fairly won 
riotory." 


A New Counterfeit. 


The secret service division of the 


Treasury Department has received ad- 
vices that a iiuv counterfeit has ap- 
peared in the West. It is supposed to 
have been printed from a wood cut, but 
is likely to deceive an ordinary judge 
of money. It is of the sorias of 1880, 
G. W, Scofield Register, and James 
GilflUan Treasurer. The note is one- 
quarter of an inch shorter than the 
genuine, and tho papor is composed of 
two thin layers, with silk parallel lines, 
and fibre placed between them. 
On the 


back, where it should read "and all 
public dues and when so received," the 
word "all" is entirely omitted, and the 
words "whou so" are rend together as 
one word. There are numerous other 
defects which judges of paper money 
will readily discover. 


An important joint commission was 


appointed Monday, to consist of three 
Senators and three Representatives, to 
sit during the recess to consider the 
question of combining tho Coast, Geo- 
detic and Hydrographic and Geological 
Surveys and the 
Signal 
Corps 
or 


Weather Bureau. At present these four 
bureaus are run without any practical 
supervision, independent of each other 
and of the several departments to which 
they are attached. It is urged that 
greater economy and an increased effi- 
ciency will be secured by placing them 
under one responsible superintendent. 
The commiSBion will report a plan of 
carrying this into effect next session.

necessary to elect, under two-thirds 
rule, 547; necessary to elect, under ma- 
jority rule, 411. 


The lust Democratic National Con- 


vention was held at Cincinnati on June 
23, 1880. Tba first ballot for President 
stood as follows: Hancock, 171; Buy- 
ard, 153%; Field. G5; Morrison, 64; 
HendrickM, 50%, Thurmau, G8%; Payne, 
81; Tilden 37. The whole number of 
delegates was 738; necessary to a choice 
554. On the second ballot the vote 
stood: Haucook, 320; Bayard, 113; 
Field, IGoJi; Hendricks, 31; Thurmau, 
50; Tilden, 6; Baudull, 125%; English, 
19—but before the result was announced 
State niter State changed its vote, and 
the ballot, as finally declared, was Han- 
cock, 705, Bayard, 2; Heudricks, 30. 
The first biillot was taken ut 5 p. M. on 
ho second day's session of the Conven- 
tion, and the second ballot on the morn- 
.ng following. 


Adjournment <»r Congress.

and future. The smallness of our num- 
ber and the peculiar nature of our or- 
ganization, which embraces a potent 
participation in tho action of our three- 
fold organization of Government, legis- 
lative, executive and judicial, produces 
an intimacy of personal relations as 
pleasant as they are important, and 
makes tho moment wheu we separate 
one of peculiar interest and tenderness. 
The Chair makes his sincere and grate- 
ful acknowledgements for the very 
flattering resolution of the Senate touch- 
ing his administration of the duties im- 
posed on him by his office. 
He is glad 


and proud to say that, without excep- 
tion, he has been aided by the constant 
kindness, courtesy and assistance of nil 
the members of the Senate and its offi- 
cers. The Chair, in now performing 
this last formal act of the session, 
wishes for all of you every felicity, and 
he begs to express to each one of you 
his heartfelt personal friendship and 
good will. The present sitting session 
of the Forty-eighth Congiess stancln 
adjourned without date.

M. Quimbie, watchman at the 
mine, was absent. When discovered 
the south side of the building was in 
flames. As there was no water in the 
immediate vicinity, nothing could be 
done to stay the progress of the_flames, 
which in a short time consumed the 
building. The machinery is almost to- 
tally destroyed. The fire is supposed 
to bo the work of an incendiary — Vir- 
ginia Enterprise.

Adopted by tlio National Republi- 


can Contention nt vttlemgo, 


The Republicans of tbe United States, 


in national convention assembled, re- 
new their allegiance to the principles 
upon which they have triumphed in sii 
successive Presidential elections and 
congratulate the American people on 
the attainment of so many results in 
legislation and administration, by which 
the Republican party has, after saving 
the Union, done so much to render its 
institutions just, eqnal and beneficent, 
the safeguard of liberty and the em- 
bodiment of the best thought and high- 
eat purposes of our citizens. The 
Republican party has gained its strength 
by a quick and faithful response to the 
demands of the people for freedom and 
equality of all men for a united nation, 
assuring the rights of all citizens, for 
the elevation of labor, for an honest 
currency, for purity in legislation and 
for integrity and accountability in all 
the departments of the Government, 
and it accepts anew the duty of leading 
in the work of progress and reform. 


We lament the death of President 


Garfield, whose sound statesmanship, 
long conspicuous in Congress, gave 
promise of a strong and successful ad- 
ministration, a promise fully realized 
during the short period of his office as 
President of the United States. His 
distinguished success in war and peace 
has endeared him to the hearts of the 
American people. In the administra- 
tion of President Arthur we recognize 
a 
wise, conservative 
and 
patriotic 


policy, under which the country has 
been blessed with remarkable prosper- 
ity. We believe his eminent services 
are entitled to and will receive the 
hearty approval of every citizen. 


It is the first duty of a good Govern- 


ment to protect the rights uud promote 
the interests of its own people. The 
largest diversity of industry* is inosl 
productive of general prosperity and 
tbe comfort aud independence of the 
people, the taxpayers, without injuring 
the laborer or the great productive in- 
terests of the country. 


We recognize the importance of sheep 


husbandry in the Uiiited States, the 
serious depression which it is now ex- 
periencing, and the danger threatening 
its future prosperity, and we tueiefore 
respect the demands of the representa- 
tives of this important agricultural in- 
terest for the readjustment of the duty 
upon foreign wool, in order that such 
industry shall have full and adequate 
protection. We therefore demand that 
the imposition of duties on foreign im- 
ports shall be made not for revenue 
only, but that in raising the requimte 
revenue for the Government such du- 
ties shall be so levied as to afford secu- 
rity to our diversified industries and 
protection to the rights and wages o 
the laborer, to the end that active and 
intelligent labor, as well as capital, 
may have its just reward, and the labor- 
ing man his full share in the national 
prosperity. 


Against the so-called economic system 


of the Democratic party, ,which would 
degrade onr labor to the foreign stand- 
ard, we enter our earnest protest. The 
Democratic party has failed completely 
to relieve the people of the burden of 
unnecessary taxation by a wise reduc- 
tion of the surplus. The Republican 
party pledges itself to correct the irreg- 
ularities of the tariff and reduce the 
surplus, not by the vicious and indis- 
criminate process of horizontal reduc- 
tion, but by such methods as will 
relieve the taxpayer without injuring 
the laborer or the great productive in- 
terests of the country. The Republican 
party favors a policy which shall keep 
us from entangling alliances with for- 
eign nations and which gives us the 
right to expect that foreign nations 
shall refrain from meddling in Ameri- 
can affairs. 
The policy which seeks 


peace can trade with all Powers, but es- 
pecially with those of the Western 
Hemisphere. 


We demand the restoration of our 


navy to its old-time strength and effi- 
ciency, that it may in any sea protect 
the rights of American citizens and tbe 
interests of American commerce, and 
we call upon Congress to remove the 
burdens under which American ship- 
ping has been depressed, so that it may 
again be true that we have a commerce. 


It is the duty of Congress to enact 


such laws as shall promptly and effect- 
ually suppress the system of polygamy 
within onr Territories, and divorce the 
political from the ecclesiastical power 
of the so-called Mormon Church, and 
that the laws so enacted should be rig- 
idly enforced by the civil authorities, if 
possible, and by the military, if need 
be. 


Tbe people of the United States, in 


theix- organized capacity, constitute a 
nation and not n mere confederacy of 
States. The National Government is 
supreme within the sphere of its na- 
tional duty, but the States have reserved | 
rights which should be faithfully main- 
tained. 


We have always recommended the 


best money known to tbe civilized world, 
and we urge that efforts should be made 
to unite all the coiumercia1 nations in 
the establishment of an international 
standard, which shall fix for all the rela- 
tive value of gold and silver coinage. 


Tae regulations of commerce with 


foreign nations and between the States 
is one of the most important preroga- 
tives of the general Government, and 
tbe Republican party distinctly an- 
nounces its purpose to support such 
legislation as will fully and efficiently 
carry out the constitutional power of 
Congress over interstate commerce. 


The principle of the public regulation 


of railroad corporations is a wise and 
salutary one for the protection of all 
classes of the people, and we favor leg- 
islation that shall prevent unjust dis- 
crimination and excessive charges for 
transportation, and that shall secure to 
the people and the railways alike the 
fairand equal protection of the laws. 


We favor the establishment of a na- 


tional bureau of labor, the enforcement 
Of the eight-bonr law, and a wise and 
judicious system of general education 
by adequate appropriations from tbe 
national revenue where the same is 
needed. 


We believe that everywhere the pro- 


tection accorded to citizens of American 
birth must be secured to citizens by 
Amtrioaa adoption, and w» favor the{ 


settlement of national differences by 
international arbitration. 


The Republican party, having its 


birth in a hatred of slave labor and a 
desire that all men may be truly free 
and equal, is unalterably opposed to 
placing onr workingmen in competition 
with any form of servile labor, whether 
it borne or abroad. In this spirit we 
denounce the importation of contract 
labor, whether from Europe or Asia, aa 
an offense against the spirit of American 
institutions, and we pledge ourselves to 
sustain the present law restricting 
Chinese immigration and to provide 
such further legislation as is necessary 
to carry out its purposes. 


The reform of the civil service aus- 


piciously begun under Republican ad- 
ministration should be completed by the 
further extension of the reform system 
already established by law to all grades 
of the service to which it is applicable. 
The spirit and purpose of the reform 
should be observed in all executive ap- 
pointments and all laws at variance 
with the object of existing reform legis- 
lation should be repealed, to the end 
that the dangers to free institutions 
which lurk in the power of official pat- 
ronage may be wisely and effectively 
avoided. 
' 


The public lands are a heritage of the 


people of the United States and should 
be reserved, as far as possible, for small 
holdings by actual settlers. We ara op- 
posed to the acquisition of large tracts 
of these lands by corporations or indi- 
viduals, especially where such hold- 
ings are in the hands of non-resident 
aliens, and we will endeavor to obtain 
such legislation as will tend to correct 
this evil. We demand of Congress the 
speedy forfeiture of all laud grants 
which have lapsed by reason of non- 
compliance with the actf) of incorpora- 
tion, in all cases where there has been 
no attempt in good faith to perform the 
conditions of such grants. 


The perpetuity of our institutions 


rests upon the maintaining of a free 
ballot, honest count and correct returns, 
We denounce the fraud and violence 
practiced by the Democratic party in 
the Southern States, by which the will 
of the voter is defeated, as dangerous to 
the preservation of our free institutions, 
and we solemnly arraign the Demo- 
cratic party as being the guilty recipient 
of the fruits of surh fraud and violence. 
We extend to the Republicans of the 
South, regardless of their former party 
affiliations, our cordial sympathy, and 
pledge to them our most earnest efforts 
to promote the passage of such legisla- 
tion as will secure to every citizen of 
whatever race and color the full and 
complete recognition, possession and 
exercise of his civil and political rights. 


Appointments by the President to 


offices in the Territories should be 
made from bona fide citizens and resi- 
dents of the Territories wherein they 
are to serve. 


The grateful thanks of the American 


p*ople are due to the Union soldiers 
and sailors of the late war, and the Re- 
publican party stands pledged to provide 
suitable pension for all who were dis- 
abled and for the widows and orphans 
of those who died in the war. The Re- 
publican party also pledges itself to the 
repeal of the limitation contained in the 
Arrears of Pensions Act of 1879, so that 
all invalid soldiers shall share alike and 
their pensions begin within the date of 
disability or discharge and not with the 
date of the application.
